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SPITZBERGEN  - REVISITED

In  my  article  "Tokens  and  Notes  of  Spitzbergen"  (NI  BULLETIN _,  Vol.  12, 
No.  3,  March  1978,  pp. 79-80),  my  lack  of  proper  attention  to  the  notes 
prompted  several  letters  from  NI  members.  My  main  task  in  the  article 
was  to  describe  the  metal  tokens,  but  now  I realize  that  if  I mentioned 
the  notes  at  all,  I should  have  worked  on  that  topic  as  profoundly  as 
I could.  My  thanks  to  those  members  who  have  called  this  fact  to  my 
attention  and  below  I present  some  additional  data  regarding  the  notes. 

1.  The  coal  mining  concession  on  Spitzbergen  was  organized  in  1932. 

We  know  of  some  notes  from  foreign  sources,  however  I have  only  seen 
a photograph  of  a 5 Kopeck  note  inscribed:  ARKTIKUGOL  DET  STATSEJEDE 

RUSSISKE  MINESELSKAB  (1931)  5 KOPEK.  The  date,  near  the  signature, 
appears  to  be  the  date  of  issue  of  the  note  as  the  company  was  not 
established  until  the  following  year.  There  are  two  more  notes  known 
- 3 and  50  Kopecks  of  the  same  issue.  We  think  this  is  the  first 
issue.  This  information  was  obtained  from  Oslo. 

2.  The  next  issue  is  that  of  1940,  only  Ruble  denominations  are 

known:  1,  3,  5,  10,  25,  50  and  100  Rubles. 

3.  The  1946  issue  has  the  same  denominations,  however  I have  seen 
only  the  1,  3,  5,  10  and  25  Rubles.  I think  the  50  and  100  Rubles 
also  exist,  completing  the  set. 

4.  Of  the  1951  issue,  1 and  3 Rubles  are  known,  but  I have  not  seen 
them  myself.  I believe  five  other  denominations  may  exist  (see  the 
chart  below). 

5.  The  1957  issue  (I  erroneously  listed  it  as  1951  in  the  article) 
was  the  first  issue  of  Kopeck  denomination  since  the  1931  notes.  I 
have  not  personally  seen  the  25,  50  and  100  Rubles  of  this  series 
but  have  seen  the  other  denominations  in  the  collections  of  friends. 

6.  The  1961  issue  was  of  the  same  denominations,  plus  a 2 Kopeck,  as 
the  1957  issue.  I have  not  personally  seen  the  5 to  100  Rubles.

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COIN  COLLECTING 
IN  MYSORE 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell,  Weeping  Water,  Nebraska,  NI  #LM-12 

Unless  the  teaching  of  British  history  in  English  schools  has  changed 
radically,  one  learned  little  of  imperial  matters  in  India  beyond  the 
impeachment  of  Warren  Hastings  and  the  campaign  against  Haidar  Ali 
and  his  son,  Tipu  Sultan.  Perhaps  it  was  because  they  were  such 
colorful  characters. 

If  you  would  like  an  interesting  and  colorful  area  to  collect,  as 
well  as  one  that  is  comparatively  inexpensive,  and  where  the  necessary 
information  is  available  in  two,  easily  accessible,  catalogues,  I re- 
commend Mysore,  c. 1700-1843  A.D. 

Tipu  struck  more  coins  than  any  other  ruler  in  India  of  his  period. 

The  coins  are  not  only  plentiful,  but  quite  fascinating.  His  puppet 
successor,  Krishna  Raja  Wodeyar  of  the  Odeyar  dynasty,  was  restored 
to  the  throne  as  a child  and  reigned  a long  time.  Until  the  British 
Government  started  doing  away  with  local  mints  in  the  1840's  - the 
innumerable  types  of  coins,  values  (some  coins  had  been  circulating 
for  more  than  a century)  - to  try  to  end  the  financial  confusion, 
Krishna  Wodeyar  struck  almost  as  many  coins  as  Tipu  Sultan,  and  also 
almost  as  varied  in  design,  though  only  from  one  mint.  Whereas  Tipu 
used  the  elephant  almost  entirely  - which  he  had  inherited  from 
earlier  members  of  the  Odeyar  dynasty  (it  was  a symbol  of  royalty  and 
had  been  so  in  India  for  millenia)  - K.  R.  Wodeyar  used  the  lion  (on 
his  later  issues)  - though  it  has  to  be  admitted  it  often  looks  more 
like  a Pekinese  on  many  coins!

He  also  had  a considerable  variety  of 
denominations  many  of  which  are  dated 
in  western  numerals,  i.e.  1833-43,  which 
gives  an  added  interest  for  those  who 
collect  by  date. 
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Before  1761  when  Haidar  Ali  gained  control,  the  only  coins  of  which  we 
know  anything  - and  that  is  very  little  and  uncertain  - are  a series  of 
small  copper  pieces.  The  commonest  are  those  which  have  Kanarese 
(Kannada)  numerals  on  one  side,  and  a lattice  work  on  the  reverse. 

Some  of  the  specimens  have  letter-like  symbols  within  the  lattice  work, 
e.g.  "o",  "v".  There  are  coins  from  1-33  and  possibly  43*.  Some  of 
the  numerals  exist  in  at  least  two  size  - large  and  small.  Some  num- 
bers are  more  common  than  others,  but  there  are  always  quite  a number 
in  any  unpicked  lot  of  South  India  coins.  To  get  a set  of  these  is 
quite  challenging.  At  least  four  other  types  are  known  - a deer,  an 
elephant,  a lion  left  foot  raised,  and  a battle  axe.  Some  reverses 
have  legends  rather  than  the  lattice  work. 

Although  Haidar  ruled  1761-82,  he 
issued  only  a large  copper  paisa 
(A.H.  1195-96)  and  a number  of 
small  gold  coins  called  fanams  and 
pagodas.  Many  forgeries  (or 
jeweller  issues)  of  the  former 
exist.  Haidar  was  reasonably 
Haidar  Ali  Paisa  (C50)  tolerant  of  his  Hindu  subjects, 

and  so  almost  certainly  either 

continued  some  of  the  types  of  his  predecessors,  or  was  content  with 
using  other  gold  and  copper  currencies  which  circulated  in  the  state. 
This  was  a very  common  practice  in  the  Indian  Native  States,  and  one 
which  the  British  Government  spent  much  of  the  19th  century  trying 
to  end . 

Tipu  Sultan  was  quite  another  type.  He  was  a fanatical  Moslem,  who 
cared  nothing  for  the  feelings  of  his  Hindu  subjects.  He  was  also 
interested  in  coin  design  and  currency.  He  also  made  use  of  many 
mints  (and  changed  many  names) . As  a result  he  was  responsible  for 
one  of  the  most  beautiful,  as  well  as  prolific,  currencies  of  any 
recent  ruler.  The  copper  coins  are  1/8,  1/4,  1/2,  1 and  2 paisa. 

The  obverse  is  always  some  form  of  elephant,  perhaps  caparisoned, 
perhaps  only  slightly  ornamented.  The  elephant  may  be  going  right 
or  left,  and  there  are  many  positions  of  the  tail  and  trunk.  Most 
of  the  obverses  also  bear  a date.  As  Tipu  changed  his  dating  system 
part  way  through  his  reign,  this  is  confusing.  To  add  to  this  con- 
fusion, sometimes  the  Arabic  numerals  read  right  to  left  and  sometimes 
left  to  right.  These  factors  give  many  varieties  in  themselves.  The 
longest  range  of  dates  is  on  the  paisa  (commonest  coin) . Then  there 
are  15  mints  - though  two  are  the  same  towns  under  different  names  -, 
but  some  are  much  more  common  than  others;  nor  did  all  of  them  issue 
for  the  same  number  of  years.  The  reverse  bears  the  mint  name  in 

Persian  script.  Sometimes  the  field  is  plain, 
sometimes  there  is  decoration,  which  adds  to  the 
beauty  of  the  coins. 

There  are  some  beautiful  little  silver  coins, 

1/32,  1/16,  1/8,  1/4,  1/2  Rupee.  Each  bears  a 
Persian  legend  on  the  obverse  and  the  mint  name 
on  the  reverse.  A few  pieces  are  dated  (obverse), 
Paisa  Reverse  C115  so  there  is  a considerable  variety  here.  The

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one  and  two  silver  rupee  pieces  are  well  struck  (true  of  all  of  Tlpu's 
coinage)  and  extremely  handsome.

The  gold  coinage  consists  of  fanams,  for  which  he  used  his  father's 
initial  "H"  in  Persian,  but  his  own  dates.  There  are  slightly  larger 
pieces  called  pagodas,  and  much  larger  pieces  of  1/2  and  1 mohur. 

All  the  mohur  pieces  are  rather  costly,  but  they  are  well  struck  and 
exceedingly  handsome.  One  should  try  to  afford  one  piece  in  any 
collection. 


The  last  member  of  the  Odeyar  dynasty  to  reign  (he  never  ruled)  was 
Krishna  Raja  Wodeyar  who,  as  a small  boy,  was  restored  to  the  throne 
on  Tlpu's  defeat  in  1799.

He  struck  (or  his  diwan  did)  a be- 
wildering series  of  "cash"  pieces. 
The  first  were  all  elephants:  V(5), 

X(10),  XX(20)  and  XL(40),  always 
followed  by  th  word  "CASH",  though 
often  not  all  of  it  is  on  the  flan. 
There  are  several  lines  of  Kanarese 
legend,  the  value  is  on  the  bottom 
line.  None  bear  any  date. 


After  a while  the  design  was  changed  to  a lion 
looking  right  front.  The  6-1/4  and  12-1/2  cash 
have  no  date.  The  redesigned  coins  were  dated, 
the  date  below  the  lion  on  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse  having  the  legend  around  a central 
circle.  The  English  legends  meant  nothing  to 
the  die  cutter,  so  were  often  blundered,  giving 
rise  to  many  varieties. 

XXV  Cash , Rev. (C187) 

There  is  an  attractive  silver  coinage,  the  1/32, 
1/16  and  1/8  Rupee  show  Chahmundi  dancing,  while  there  is  a Kanarese 
legend  on  the  reverse.  The  1/4,  1/2  and  1 Rupee  are  interesting

because  Persian  is  again  used.  There  is  also  a 1/4  Rupee  with  the 
Chamundi  dancing  on  the  obverse  and  Persian  legend  on  the  reverse 
(202) . All  the  coins  were  minted  at  Mysore  (Maisur)  and  the  rupees 
are  dated  1214-48.  The  reason  for  the  Persian  script  is  that  the 
legend  reads  "struck  in  the  name  of  Shah  Alam  II".  This  was  common- 
ly used  in  very  many  of  the  Indian  Native  States,  Shal  Alam  II  being 
the  last  (puppet)  Moghul  ruler,  who,  in  point  of  fact  was  a pensioner 
of  the  British  government.  For  the  Hindu  ruler  of  Mysore  to  switch 
back  to  that,  especially  under  British  control,  is  a little  surpris- 
ing.

There  were  also  struck  3 small  gold  pieces, 
all  undated.  On  the  obverse  are  the  Indian 
God  Shiva,  and  his  consort  Paravati,  seated. 
There  is  a Kanarese  legend  on  the  reverse. 
None  are  expensive. 


If  you  succeed  in  building  up  a type  collection 
of  Mysore,  you  will  probably  end  in  wanted  to  do  one  by  date  as  well. 
I know  I do .

There  are  many  other  good  works  on  the  coins  of  Haidar  Ali  and  Tipu

NEW  ENGLISH  ONE  POUND  NOTE  IN  CIRCULATION

The  Bank  of  England  has  released  a new  One  Pound  banknote.  The  note, 
promptly  and  derisively  dubbed  "mini-pound",  entered  circulation  in 
the  United  Kingdom  February  8,  1978.  It  is  13.5  x 6.7  cm.  as  compar- 
ed to  the  larger  1960  One  Pound  note  (P-131)  of  15.3  x 7.2  cm.  it 
replaces . 

It  is  multicolored  with  green  predominating,  undated,  has  a water- 
mark of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  and  is  signed  by  J . 5.  Page,  Chief  Cashier. 
The  obverse  has  Queen  Elizabeth's  portrait  at  the  right  in  the  same 
design  as  the  5 Pound  note  (P-132)  of  1963-72,  a caduceus  and  cornu- 
copea  centered  over  a geometric  design,  and  a seated  Brittania  left, 
under  the  watermark.  The  legend  reads  BANK  OF  ENGLAND  - I PROMISE 
TO  PAY  THE  BEARER  ON  DEMAND  THE  SUM  OF  ONE  POUND  LONDON  FOR  THE 
GOVR.  AND  COMPA.  OF  THE  BANK  OF  ENGLAND.  The  serial  number  is 
located  in  the  lower  right  corner.  The  reverse  has  a half-length 
portrait  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton  to  the  right  of  his  geometric  projection 
of  the  earth's  orbit.  ONE  POUND  is  located  above  and  SIR  ISAAC 
NEWTON  1642-1727  is  in  a circular  geometric  design  right,  below  the 
water  mark. 
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A COLLECTION  OF  THE  SILVER  JUBILEE  COINS  COMMEMORATING  THE  REIGN 
AND  CORONATION  OF  QUEEN  ELIZABETH  II

Now  is  the  opportune  time  to  form  a collection  of  coins  issued  to 
commemorate  the  silver  jubilee  of  the  reign  (February  6,  1952)  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  II , as  well  as  those  issued  to  commemorate  the  silver 
jubilee  of  her  coronation  (June  2,  1953).  To  complete  the  theme,  I 
have  listed  the  1953  British  coronation  crown  coin  and  the  1973 
Cook  Islands  $2.00  coin,  commemorating  the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
Queen's  coronation.  Many  of  these  coins  are  still  available  at  or 
near  issue  price.  At  present  the  coin  market  is  quite  low  with 
sluggish  sales  for  modern  crowns.  When  the  next  coin  boom  comes, 
jubilee  coins,  especially  the  key  coins,  will  most  certainly  rise 
considerably  in  price.  The  silver  jubilee  coins  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
II  are  bound  to  become  an  ever  increasing  popular  topical  theme  for 
collectors  in  the  near  future  as  there  are  many  collectors  throughout 
the  British  Commonwealth  of  nations  who  have  a strong  sense  of  ad- 
miration, devotion  and  love  for  the  Queen. 

Twenty-one  British  Commonwealth  governments  issued  1977-dated  crown 
size  coins,  and  in  some  cases  gold  coins,  to  commemorate  the  silver 
jubilee  of  the  Queen's  reign.  One  of  these  countries,  British  Virgin 
Islands,  issued  a complete  set  of  their  currency  coins  with  suitable 
jubilee  inscriptions  in  proof  condition  in  .925  silver. 

At  the  time  of  writing  (April  20,  1978)  several  Commonwealth  govern- 
ments have  issued  1978-dated  crown  size  coins  and  gold  coins  to 
commemorate  the  silver  jubilee  of  the  Queen's  coronation.  Other 
Commonwealth  governments  are  expected  to  issue  coins  before  1978  is 
over.  Among  the  likely  possibilities  (none  are  officially  confirmed) 
are  Bermuda,  Fiji  Islands  and  Turks  and  Caicos  Islands. 

All  the  jubilee  coins,  except  those  issued  by  Great  Britain,  Jamaica 
and  Seychelles, use  the  attractive  portrait  of  the  Queen  by  Arnold 
Machin  which  covers  most  of  the  obverse  side.  Another  exception  is 
Western  Samoa's  1 and  100  tala  coins  in  which  the  portrait  appears 
in  a small  oval  near  the  top  of  the  obverse.  The  obverse  side  of 
the  British  silver  jubilee  coin  shows  the  Queen  mounted  on  horseback 
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and  is  very  similar  to  the  design  used  on  the  1953  Coronation  crown. 
Jamaica's  1978  coins  show  their  coat  of  arms  on  the  obverse.  The 
obverse  of  the  Seychelles  coin  shows  the  portrait  of  its  deposed 
President  James  Mancham  who  lost  his  office  while  attending  the 
Commonwealth  conference  in  London  early  in  1977.  The  coins  were 
struck  by  the  Mint  Birmingham  Ltd.  just  after  he  lost  his  office. 

The  reverse  designs  are  varied  and  quite  attractive.  Considering  the 
occasion  for  which  the  coins  were  struck,  namely  the  silver  jubilee 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  a most  gracious  and  attractive  lady,  I person- 
ally feel  that  the  lovely  bouquet  of  flowers  shown  on  the  reverse  of 
the  Canadian  $100  gold  coin,  (one  flower  for  each  of  Canada's  10 
provinces  and  two  territories)  is  the  most  fitting  and  beautiful  of 
all  as  a jubilee  gift. 

The  attractive  portrait  of  the  crowned  Queen  in  coronation  robes, 
seated  on  her  throne  with  scepter  in  one  hand  and  orb  in  the  other, 
shown  on  the  reverse  of  the  1973  Cook  Islands  $2.00  coin  and  on  the 
1978  Jamaica  $25  and  $100  coins,  is  from  a photograph  taken  by  Cecil 
Beaton  in  1953. 

Included  in  the  silver  jubilee  series  is  the  first  coin  issued  by 
Tristan  da  Cunha,  a small  volcanic  island  of  38  square  miles  in  the 
south  Atlantic,  off  the  southern  end  of  Africa,  with  a population 
of  about  300. 

St.  Helena's  jubilee  coin  is  that  island's  second  coin  issued  in  the 
20th  century,  the  first  being  their  1973  25  Pence.  St.  Helena  and 
its  dependencies,  Tristan  da  Cunha  and  Ascension  Island,  use  British 
coinage.  However,  St.  Helena  has  had  its  own  banknotes  of  1 and  5 
pounds  since  1976. 

Two  key  coins  with  low  mintages  are  Fiji's  $10.00  coin  (mintage  3,000 
in  proof  only)  and  Western  Samoa's  .925  silver  proof  one  tala  (min- 
tage 6,000).  However,  these  coins  are  still  available  at  reasonable 
prices  considering  their  low  mintage  and  the  collector  interest  for 
them.  Since  not  too  many  collectors  can  afford  Western  Samoa's  100 
tala  coin  (mintage  3,000),  its  current  selling  price  is  still  fairly 
close  to  issue  price. 

The  New  Zealand  .925  silver  proof  dollar  (mintage  27,000)  is  another 
key  coin.  It  is  very  popular  with  New  Zealand  collectors  and  rising 
fast  in  value.  12,000  of  the  mintage  of  27,000  of  the  New  Zealand 
proof  dollars  were  issued  in  proof  sets,  leaving  a mintage  of  15,000 
single  cased  proof  specimens. 

The  low  mintage  of  only  15,000  silver  proof  specimens  for  the  Sey- 
chelles 25  rupee  coin,  in  comparison  to  25,000  issued  in  the  same 
format  for  6 other  Commonwealth  countries,  and  the  fact  that  the 
deposed  president  James  Mancham  is  pictured  on  the  obverse,  are 
bound  to  make  this  coin  increasingly  popular  and  expensive  in  the 
near  future. 

A limited  number  of  currency  specimen  coins  struck  by  the  Franklin 
Mint  were  sent  to  the  country  of  issue  (except  for  the  British  Virgin 
Islands  silver  proof  set)  for  currency.  Their  condition  is  indicated 
as  "currency"  in  the  table  below  and  the  coins  show  the  usual  granular 
appearance  of  all  uncirculated  coins.

Comment:  The  condition  listed  for  Franklin  Mint  issues  as  "currency" 

indicates  the  coins  that  were  shipped  by  the  Franklin  Mint 
to  the  country  for  actual  circulation.  "Unc."  Franklin 
Mint  issues  indicates  specimens  sold  directly  to  collectors. 
As  mentioned  earlier,  the  "currency"  issues  show  the  usual 
granular  appearance  of  all  uncirculated  coins,  while  the 
"Unc."  pieces  sold  to  collectors  as  specimens  appear  in  a 
highly  polished  appearance  nearly  equal  to  proof.  However, 
the  raised  portions  of  the  "Unc."  Franklin  Mint  pieces  do 
not  have  a frosted  appearance. 

Collectors  may  still  obtain  many  of  the  jubilee  coins  from  the  issuing 
agents  at  or  near  the  issue  price. 

The  "Current  Valuation"  used  in  the  chart  for  each  of  these  coins  is 
based  on  a recent  price  list  issued  by  International  Coins  & Currency, 
Inc.,  Montpelier,  Vermont.

NEW  EAST  GERMAN  COIN  RELEASED 

Submitted  by  W.  A.  Haskell , Modautal , Germany,  HI  #LM-15 

The  East  German  government  released  a 5 Mark  (East)  coin  in  March  to 
commemorate  the  175th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  German  poet  Fried- 
rich Gottlieb  von  Kloppstock  (1724-1803).  Kloppstock  was  born  July 
2,  1724  in  Quedlinburg,  north  of  Erfurt,  and  studied  theology  in 
Jena  and  Leipzig.  His  collected  works  were  first  published  in  1771; 
he  was  married  in  Hamburg  in  1754  and  died  there  March  14,  1803. 

The  new  coin,  struck  from  an  alloy  of  copper,  zinc  and  nickel  is  29 
mm  in  diameter  and  weighs  12.2  grams;  it  carries  a likeness  of  von 
Kloppstock  on  the  obverse  and  the  usual  East  German  emblem,  date 
and  value  on  the  reverse. 

Also  scheduled  for  release  in  1978  by  the  East  German  government  is 
a 10  Mark  coin  commemorating  the  death  of  Justus  von  Liebig  in  the 
middle  of  May.  The  coin  is  reportedly  struck  in  silver,  weighs  17 
grams  with  a daimeter  of  31  mm.  A 20  Mark  coin  commemorating  the 
death  of  Johann  Gottfried  von  Herder  (1744-1803)  is  to  be  released 
in  October  of  this  year.

POIGNANCY

The  most  poignant  issues  of  notgeld  emphasizing  the  futility  of  war 
and  the  sufferings  of  the  innocent  are  found  on  the  two  following 
notgeld  notes. 

A 50  Pfennig  note  issued  July  1,  1921  by  the  Hamburger  Warte  (Ham- 
burg View  Point)  shows  appropriately  a watchtower  on  the  left  obverse 
with  the  following  inscription: 

"For  the  war  widows  and  orphans 
Shall  this  note  travel  o'er  the  world 
Now  purchase  with  it  as  much  as  you  will, 

It  will  change  itself  into  pure  gold!"

On  the  reverse  a crucified  soldier  is  seen  hanging  on  a sword  amid  a 
field  of  crosses  with  the  caption: 

"You  have  for  us  yourselves  given  up. 

You  have  died  that  we  might  live!" 
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Hamburger  Warte,  50  Pfennig 
Reverse 

It  serves  as  a reminder  that  Germany  too  gave  the  "flower  of  her 
youth"  in  both  world  wars. 

Another  issue  is  a prisoner-of-war  note  issued  in  the  French  camp  for 
German  prisoners  in  Avignon  in  southern  France  on  Christmas  1921,  over 
two  years  after  the  war  had  ended.  The  note  has  been  described  by 
Arlie  Slabaugh  in  PRISONER  OF  WAR  MONIES  AND  MEDALS,  published  by 
Hewitt.  Two  prisoners  are  shown  left  with  "PG"  (Prisonnier  de  Guerre) 
on  their  backs  facing  two  armed  guards  behind  a fence  in  the  snow, 
while  on  the  right  a family  with  crying  child  waits  at  home.  The 
caption  "Payable:  the  day  of  Freedom"  is  across  the  top  (Einlosung: 

der  Tag  der  Freiheit) . Color  is  yellow  and  black.  A poem  on  the 
reverse  fills  the  space  above  many  of  the  prisoners  signatures. 

Freely  translated,  the  poem  reads  as  follows: 

V 

"Rather  would  a mother  give  her  own  life,  Germany,  Germany, 
Than  know  her  children  are  in  slavery. 

Oh,  mother  Germany. 

And  seek,  you,  honor  in  freedom's  stormy  time, 

With  the  children  seek,  in  the  prisoners  tower. 
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There  they  lie  in  chains,  in  shame,  in  horror. 
There  first,  your  liberty  cries  out 
And  your  children  scream  by  your  side 
Out  of  the  depths  into  the  wide."

(Ed:  Member  Lane  presented  the  following  at  a 1977  meeting  of  the 

Gold  Coast  Coin  Club  in  Florida.) 

The  young  lady  from  the  next  office  stepped  into  mine  and  handed  me 
a small  coin.  Since  she  had  just  returned  from  vacation  visiting  the 
islands,  I thought  she  was  giving  me  some  change  she  didn't  have  time 
to  spend.  But  her  explanation  to  my  question,  "Where  did  you  get 
this?"  was  "I  just  got  it  in  change  from  the  drug  store  in  place  of  a 
dime".  My  reaction  was  doubt  and  I said,  "Are  you  sure?".  My  friend 
knew  I collected  small  foreign  coins,  and  she  further  explained  that 
her  eyesight  was  not  that  good  to  really  tell  what  it  was,  except  that 
she  knew  it  was  too  thin  to  be  a clad  dime. 

As  a numismatist  and  since  the  coin  she  handed  me  was  very  close  to 
my  collecting  specialty,  I knew  pretty  much  what  it  was  ...  a silver 
half  real  of  New  Spain,  minted  in  Mexico.  The  date  was  very  clear 
...  1780.  The  obverse  with  bust  of  Charles  III  of  Spain  facing  right 
carried  the  inscription  CAROLUS  III  DEI 'GRATIA  which  translates  Char- 
les III  by  the  Grace  of  God.  The  reverse  surrounding  the  coat  of 
arms  has  an  inscription  • HISPAN  • ET  IND  • R • fl  • F • F which  trans- 
lates ...  King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  The  9 is  the  mintmark  of  the 
mint  of  Mexico  City,  New  Spain.  The  initials  F ■ F • stand  for  the 
assayers  or  mintmasters;  Francisco  Antonio  de  la  Pena  and  Francisco 
Arance  y Cobos  in  charge  of  the  Mexico  City  mint  between  1774  and  1788. 

The  arms  are  surmounted  by  crown  between  pillars  of  Hercules,  a sym- 
bol representing  the  Indies.  The  Latin  legend  ...  PLUS  ULTRA,  meaning 
more  beyond  ...  was  incised  on  the  ribbon  around  the  pillars,  but  on 
this  coin  the  incised  inscription  has  been  worn  off  by  use.  The  arms 
of  Spain  has  five  quartering;  the  Dexter  Chief  (upper  left)  and  Sin- 
ister Base  (lower  base),  the  Castle  for  Castile,  the  Sinister  Chief 
(upper  right)  and  Dexter  Base  (lower  left) , a lion  rampant  for  Leon, 
the  Middle  Base  a pomegranate  - the  symbol  of  Granada,  with  three 
lilies  from  the  House  of  Bourbon  on  an  inescutcheon  (in  the  center) . 

The  original  legend  - NON  PLUS  ULTRA  (Nothing  More  Beyond)  dates  back 
to  early  Spanish  history  with  the  mythological  Hercules  who  tore 
asunder  the  Pyrenees  Mountains  between  Spain  and  North  Africa  at  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar.  The  pillars  with  their  scrolls  were  to  give 
warning  to  sailors  not  to  enter  the  Atlantic.  Since  1526  A.D.  the 
royal  emblem  with  the  revised  legend  PLUS  ULTRA  (More  Beyond)  has 
indicated  the  world  of  New  Spain  in  the  Americas. 

Charles  III  was  born  in  1716  the  son  of  Philip  V,  King  of  Spain  and 
his  second  Queen,  Elizabeth  Farnese,  the  daughter  of  the  Duke  of 
Parma,  as  Dom  Carlos  de  Borbon.  In  1735  the  Spanish  infante  was 
crowned  King  of  Naples  and  Sicily  relinquishing  Parma  and  Tuscany 
to  Austrian  rule.  This  was  a time  when  all  Europe  was  ruled  by  Kings 
and  Queens  and  wars  or  marriages  brought  distant  lands  to  a monarch. 

The  Neapolitans  welcomed  their  new  king,  as  he  brought  independence 
and  reform  to  the  kingdom.  In  1759  upon  succeeding  unexpectantly 
his  brother  Ferdinand  VI  to  the  throne  of  Spain,  he  abdicated  his 
Italian  possessions  to  his  third  son  who  became  King  Ferdinand  IV  of 
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Naples.  Don  Carlos  was  43  years  of  age.  Widowed  shortly  after  he 
returned  to  Spain,  he  ruled  as  the  last  ...  enlightened  despot  ... 
of  Spain. 

In  1780  (the  date  of  this  coin),  the  church  burned  its  last  victim 
accused  of  witchcraft  in  Seville.  Carolus  III  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies  died  14th  of  December  1788  to  be  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Charles  IV. 

Great  quantities  of  silver  and  gold  were  minted  in  the  Americas  with 
coins  bearing  the  portrait  of  Carolus  III  struck  in  the  mints  of  the 
New  Spain;  Guatemala,  Lima,  Mexico,  Potosi  (Bolivia)  and  Santiago 
and  from  bullion  carried  by  Spanish  ships  back  home  at  the  mints  of 
Sevilla  and  Madrid.  This  1/2  real  coin  is  a miniature  of  the  larger 
1,  2,  4 and  8 reales  and  the  8 reales  or  Spanish  dollar  was  also 
known  as  the  "pieces  of  eight". 

The  latest  edition  of  the  Spanish  catalogue  Las  Monedas  Espanolas  by 
Juan  Cayon  and  Carlos  Castan,  Madrid,  1977,  prices  my  find  at  between 
900  and  2000  pesetas  indicating  it  is  quite  common.  The  current  ex- 
change rate  of  119  pesetas  to  the  U.S.  dollar  would  value  this  coin 
at  about  $8.00  (Ed. : Calculated  in  October  1977)  as  the  grade  is 

about  Very  Fine  with  some  scratches  or  marks  on  the  portrait  side. 

I guess  if  you  had  been  around  for  nearly  two  hundred  years  before 
coming  to  rest  in  my  collection,  you  might  have  quite  a story  to 
tell  and  show  just  a little,  wear  and  tear.  If  only  my  miniature  piece 
could  talk,  we  might  find  out  how  it  got  from  Mexico  in  1780  to 
Florida  in  1977.

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THE  PERU  1924  & 1925  UN  SOL  — HOW  TO  IDENTIFY  MINT  STRIKES

(Ed.  - There  has  always  been  confusion  in  identifying  the  1924  and 
1925  dated  Un  Sol  of  Peru  as  to  Philadelphia  or  Lima  mint  strikes. 

Upon  inquiry  from  NI  member  C.  N.  Morrison  about  this  problem,  I 
sent  his  letter  and  photographs  to  Darwin  Gregory,  who  specializes 
in  foreign  coins  struck  at  U.S.  mints.  Below  is  his  reply.) 

Marvin  Fraley  sent  me  your  note  and  the  photos  of  the  1924  Peru  1 Sol 
coins.  Since  your  questions  about  these  coins  lies  within  my  special 
collecting  interest  (foreign  coins  struck  at  U.S.  Mints)  he  thought  I 
could  probably  help  you. 

Your  confusion  about  these  two  coins  is  understandable.  At  first 
glance  there  does  appear  to  be  a difference  in  the  size  of  the  letters 
on  the  two  coins.  However,  both  coins  are  the  small  letters  variety 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

All  catalogs,  that  I know  of,  refer  to  these  as  large  letters  variety 
and  small  letters  variety.  Why  the  catalogers  persist  in  referring 
to  these  varieties  in  this  manner,  without  giving  the  collector  a 
more  detailed  means  of  distinguishing  between  the  two  varieties  is 
beyond  me.  The  difference  in  size  of  the  letters  in  the  two  varieties, 
though  not  great,  is  apparent  if  one  can  view  both  varieties  side  by 
side.  If  one  doesn't  have  both  varieties  to  compare  it  is  difficult 
to  know  if  one  has  a small  letters  or  large  letters  variety. 

There  are  a number  of  small  differences  in  the  designs  besides  the 
size  of  letters  in  the  inscriptions.  These  include  a difference  in 
the  shape  of  the  R's  in  the  inscriptions,  a slight  difference  in  the 
size  of  the  bows  on  the  shield  side  of  the  coins,  plus  some  other 
minor  difference,  all  of  which  require  close  examination  under  some 
magnification  to  detect. 

However,  there  is  one  outstanding  difference  between  the  two  varieties 
which  can  readily  be  seen  without  any  magnification,  and  I am  sur- 
prised that  no  one  has  made  mention  of  this  in  any  of  the  catalogs. 
Place  the  coin  with  the  shield  side  up.  Now  look  at  the  branch  at 
the  left  side  of  the  shield  and  focus  on  the  first  leaf  from  the 
bottom.  On  the  small  letters  variety  (Philadelphia)  the  end  of  this 
first  leaf  is  under  the  P of  REPUBLICA.  On  the  large  letters  variety 
(Lima)  this  first  leaf  points  at  the  E of  REPUBLICA.  In  this  way  one 
can  tell  at  a glance  which  variety  one  has  without  having  to  make  a 
comparison  with  another  coin  and  trying  to  figure  out  if  the  letters 
are  smaller  on  one  coin  than  they  are  on  the  other. 

Incidentally,  there  is  an  overdate  variety  of  the  1924  small  letters 
variety  (Philadelphia)  that  I have  not  seen  catalogued.  This  is  an 
overdate  1924/23. 

The  two  drawings  (below)  illustrate  the  main  difference  between  the 
two  varieties,  as  I have  pointed  out  above.  Note  the  position  of  the 
lowest  leaf  on  each  branch  in  the  two  drawings  and  the  shape  of  the  R's 
in  the  inscriptions. 
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Left  Variety:  Small  letters } first  leaf  under  P of  REPUBLICA 

(Philadelphia  Mint). 

Right  Variety:  Large  letters 3 first  leaf  pointing  to  E in  REPUBLICA 
(Lima  Mint) . 


I hope  this  will  enable  you  to  distinguish  between  the  two  varieties 
of  the  1 Sol  coins.

NEW  GERMAN  COMMEMORATIVE  COIN

A new  5 Mark  coins  was  released  on  May  10,  1978  in  West  Germany  to 
commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  German  statesman 
and  Nobel  Prize  winner  Gustav  Stresemann  (1878-1929);  from  a design 
by  Reinhart  Heinsdorff  of  Ottmaring,  Bavaria.  Produced  at  the  main 
German  mint  in  Munich  the  issue  will  total  8 million  pieces.  The 
metal  content  of  the  coin  is  .625  silver  and  .375  copper;  it  has  a 
diameter  of  29  millimeters  and  a weight  of  11.2  grams.  A portrait 
of  Stresemann  appears  on  the  obverse  on  a background  of  words  from 
the  political  scene  of  1920-29  and  with  the  words  GUSTAV  STRESEMAiIN 
1878-1929.  The  reverse  has  a stylized  version  of  the  German  eagle 
and  BUNDESREPUBLIK  DEUTSCHLAND  - 5 DEUTSCHE  MARK  1978.  The  mintmark 
"D"  for  Munich  is  located  over  the  head  of  the  eagle.  The  inscription 
DURCH  FRIEDEN  UND  VERSTANDIGUNG  SIGEN  is  located  on  the  smooth  rim. 
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1977  - A BANNER  YEAR  FOR  COLLECTORS  OF  CANADIAN  COINS

1977  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  Canadian  coin  collectors.  Basic- 
ally, the  excitement  has  been  created  by  very  low  mintages  of  halves 
and  dollars,  as  well  as  a low  mintage  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint's 
Numismatic  items  such  as  Proof-like  Sets,  Double  Dollar  Sets,  etc. 

The  low  mintage  on  the  numismatic  items  is  hard  to  explain.  Possibly 
an  application  of  the  statistical  probability  law  in  that  it  just 
happened  that  few  people  ordered  them.  Or,  possibly  the  low  orders 
were  related  to  our  country's  general  economic  misfortunes.  However, 
the  official  mint  explanation  for  the  low  mintage  of  circulating 
dollars  and  halves  was  that  it  was  a mistake , due  to  high  existing 
inventories  of  1975  and  1976  dollars.  Theyfeltmore  were  just  not 
required.  The  banks  tell  a slightly  different  story  of  pleading  for 
them  all  year  and  meeting  with  a form  of  blackmail  where  the  Bank  of 
Canada  insisted  that  they  must  take  some  1975  and  1976  dollars  to  get 
1977 's  - which  the  banks  refused  on  the  basis  that  this  would  get 
them  a large  quantity  of  unwanted  material  with  the  resulting  fin- 
ancial outlay  and  storage  problems.  Unofficially,  I have  it  from 
the  mint  that  they  are  under  great  stress  attempting  to  produce  coinage 
for  commerce  and  dollars  and  halves  are  not  used  in  commerce,  so  a 
token  amount  was  minted  late  in  the  year.  I don't  think  any  of  these 
is  a totally  accurate  explanation,  so  pick  the  one  you  like  best. 

It's  only  another  variation  on  the  governmental  card  trick  - so  pick 
a card,  any  card  - they're  all  the  same  anyway! 

In  any  case,  the  mintage  for  the  1977  circulating  halves  is  312,000 
and  996,078  nickel  dollars.  If  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  we 
must  go  back  to  the  1912D  U.S.  Half  Dollar  for  a similar  mintage  in 
the  halves  - does  anyone  know  what  an  uncirculated  1921D  US  Half 
Dollar  is  worth?  So,  now  you  can  understand  what  the  excitement  is 
about  up  here  in  the  north. 

In  early  November  I put  away  a few  of  the  first  dollars  distributed 
in  Ottawa,  near  the  end  of  November  I received  some  shipped  to  Van- 
couver. Can  you  imagine  my  astonishment  to  find  they  were  radically 
different ! 

In  past  years  the  collar  was  cup-shaped  yielding  a rounded  edge  coin. 
This  first  issue  was  of  this  type,  additionally,  there  are  a number  of 
other  differences.  The  later  issues  had  a square  edge.  Finding  these 
differences,  I started  preparing  an  analysis,  using  300  coins  for 
examination.  In  my  analysis  I discovered  there  were  three  distinct 
varieties.  Amazingly,  all  three  varieties  are  of  different  weight  - 
15.175  gm,  15.300  gm  and  15.645  gm.  Other  major  differences  were 
noted  in  the  portrait  and  the  size  of  the  beads.  Another  difference 
is  the  length  of  the  water lines  in  front  of  the  canoe. 

I decided  to  expand  my  analysis  to  include  Proof-like  and  Double 
Dollar  sets.  I found  that  only  varieties  II  and  III  existed  in  these 
sets,  unable  to  locate  any  variety  I.

GERMAN  OBSOLETE  BANKNOTES  INCREASE  IN  VALUE

With  the  withdrawal  of  the  1960  issues  of  the  Deutsches  Bundesbank, 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany  (Pick  18  through  Pick  24),  replaced  by 
the  1970  issue  and  currently  being  replaced  by  a 1977  issue  with 
new  signatures,  premium  prices  are  being  paid  for  uncirculated  speci 
mens  of  the  obsolete  issues.  Combined  with  the  decline  of  the  dollar 
against  the  German  Mark,  retail  prices  of  the  1960  issues  have  in- 
creased up  to  25%  in  recent  weeks.  The  1970  and  1977  issues  have 
the  same  portraits  as  the  1960  issue  but  with  different  legal  penalty 
and  signatures. 
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BOOK  REVIEWS 

REPUBLIC  OF  TURKEY  : COINS  CATALOGUE.  Ry  M.  Biilent  Cogkun  and 
Giivendik  Figekqioglu.  192pp.  illus.,  two  charts.  Stiff  paper 
covers.  6-3/4  x 9-1/2  x 5/8  ins.  1978.  Published  by  the  authors, 
distributed  by  Numismata  Orientalia,  P.  0.  Box  212,  Tenafly,  N.  J. 
07670.  $14.50,  plus  .50q  postage  (US). 

This  new  book  is  a definitive  work  on  the  subject  written  and  com- 
piled under  the  aegis  of  the  Turkish  Numismatic  Society.  Part  I 
deals  with  the  coins  (p.18-167)  dated  1340AH  to  1977AD,  and  Part  2, 
Commemorative  coins  (p.169-192).  It  is  in  fact  a re-written  and 
improved  edition  of  the  work  by  Mr.  Co§kun  entitled  Cumhuriyet  Dcmemi 
Madeni  Paralar  Katalogu  published  in  1971  (sixteen  years  after  Mr. 
Budak  published  his  pioneer  work  on  the  subject).  The  fact  that 
this  present  work  is  in  English  and  Turkish,  makes  it  more  accept- 
able than  another  book  which  Messrs.  Tozem  and  Aykut  published  for 
the  Yapi  ve  Kredi  Banka§i  in  1971,  besides  containing  much  more 
information . 

Most  collectors  are  aware  of  the  Ancient  Monuments  Law  No.  1710  (1973) 
which  prohibited  the  collecting  of  Ottoman  coins.  It  has  since  been 
modified  and  collectors  in  Turkey  can  now  sell  and  purchase  coins 
since  the  period  of  Mehmed  Resad  (1908)  and  all  the  Republican  coins 
(by  law  dated  November  1975).  Hence  the  usefulness  of  this  book 
which  contains  a fine  system  of  classification  for  Proof,  Uno E.F., 
V.F.j  F.,  G.  and  Poor  types  of  coins  (equivalents  of  these  grades 
are  given  in  Turkish,  French,  German  and  Italian),  as  well  as  the 
prices  in  TL  for  such  grades  of  coins  (the  US  $ = 20TL) . Also,  the 
coins  have  been  studied  in  detail  according  to  their  "edge  character- 
istics", "thickness",  and  the  "metal  and  mould  differences".  It  is 
a veritable  mine  of  inf ormation  and  extremely  well  documented  in  so  far 
as  mintage  figures,  etc.  are  concerned.  The  authors  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  giving  the  English  speaking  collectors  of  Turkish  coins 
an  authoritative  reference  work  at  long  last.

OTTOMAN  COINAGE  during  the  REIGN  of  SULTAN  ABDDLMECID  HAN  (Sutan 
Abdulmegid  devri  Osmanli  Madeni  Paralari)  , by  Ciineyt  Olf er . 145  pp, 

6 plates,  profusely  illustrated  with  coin  drawings  in  the  text. 
Istanbul,  1978.  Distributed  by  Numismata  Orientalia,  P.  0.  Box  212, 
Tenafly,  N.  J.  07670.  $15.00  (decorative  paper  covers). 

The  value  of  the  few  catalogues  of  Turkish  coins  such  as  the  recent 
Jem  Sultan  collection,  and  the  earlier  Yapi  ve  Kredi  Bankasi  collection, 
as  well  as  the  British  Museum  volume  are  greatly  enhanced  by  the  use 
of  the  very  valuable  monographs  written  by  the  Turkish  numismatist 
Ciineyt  Olqer.  It  is  a fact  that  his  books  are  used  by  students  and 
collectors  all  over  the  world,  and  that  the  listings  in  the  general 
coin  catalogues  such  as  those  by  Craig,  Krause-Mishler , Whitman  owe 
the  accuracy  of  their  updated  sections  on  Ottoman  coins  to  his  re- 
search, especially  in  the  much  admired  work  on  the  coins  of  Sultan 
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Mahmud  II,  published  some  years  ago. 

Now  the  author  has  published  his  new  volume  6,  which  deals  with  all 
the  coins  of  Sultan  Abdulmegid  minted  in  Constantinople,  Egypt  and 
Tunis.  Much  of  the  information  is  new  based  upon  records  from  the 
mint  in  Istanbul,  and  from  other  prime  sources.  The  weights,  measure- 
ments and  regnal  years  are  given  for  the  specimens  which  the  author 
has  examined  in  collections  in  Europe,  or  found  in  private  collections, 
sales  catalogues  or  correspondence  with  collectors.  The  rarity  guide 
(set  out  in  four  charts  makes  the  information  easy  to  find)  is  a 
feature  which  qualifies  it  as  an  essential  reference  for  the  series. 

A unique  identification  section  is  a special  chapter  devoted  to  the 
flower  designs  found  beside  the  tughra  on  this  sultan's  coins.  The

enlargements  (over  one  hundred)  are  superbly  done  by  the  author's 
colleague  Garo  Kiirkman,  are  classified  for  ready  reference  to  the 
regnal  years  and  mints . 

The  book  contains  a photographic  reproduction  of  an  important  order 
to  the  mint  by  the  sultan  as  well  as  six  other  facsimile  pages  from 
contemporary  records  showing  mintage  figures.  Over  seventy  coins 
are  illustrated  by  line  drawings  which  supplement  the  photographs. 

This  new  book  has  taken  the  author  many  years  to  prepare,  and  the 
English  supplemental  pages  provide  all  the  necessary  facts  for  proper 
understanding  of  the  finer  points  in  the  Turkish  text.  It  will  be- 
come the  standard  work  on  the  subject  and  all  collectors  of  modern 
coins  and  dealers  will  find  it  a worthwhile  purchase.

Trterer  Notgeld  1918-1925 . By  Kurt  Cibis.  32pp.  Available  from 
Herrn  Kurt  Cibis,  5500  Trier,  Georg-Schaf ferstr . 4,  West  Germany  for 
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DM  6.  This  little  booklet  includes  both  metal  and  paper  notgeld 
issues  for  the  city  of  Trier  and  lists  some  not  found  in  other  cata- 
logs. It  also  includes  much  historical  information,  representing 
considerable  research.  It  is  in  German  but  still  useful  and  valuable 
to  the  notgeld  collector.

1890-1945.  Bvoschure  der  Briefmarkenfreunde.  20pp.,  illus.

1978  GUIDEBOOK  OF  FRANKLIN  MINT  ISSUE,  by  Chester  L.  Krause.  352pp, 
illus.  Available  from  most  coin  dealers,  or  the  publisher:  Krause 

Publications,  700  East  State  St.,  Iola,  Wise.  54945.  $8.50. 

This  new  edition  of  the  listing  of  The  Franklin  Mint  issues  was  re- 
leased last  May.  The  book  is  printed  on  8"  x 11"  pages  and  is  bound 
with  a stiff  paper  cover. 

The  book  lists  over  17,000  different  specimens,  struck  by  the  Franklin 
Mint  since  1965.  It  gives  the  mintage,  issue  price  and,  where  avail- 
able, a market  price. 

The  Franklin  Mint  products  are  subdivided  in  the  catalogue  in  16 
sections  as  follows:  coin  of  the  realm;  medallic  issues;  medallic 

covers;  philatelic  covers;  ingots;  collector's  plates;  collector's 
spoons;  pewter  sculpture;  non-pewter  sculpture;  etchings,  engravings 
lithographs  and  prints;  silhouettes,  etchings  and  plaques  in  silver; 
books;  Canadian  collectibles;  tokens;  pendants  and  jewelry;  and  ad- 
ditional products. 

The  Franklin  Mint  has  struck  currency  coins,  proof  sets  and/or  un- 
circulated sets  for  the  following  countries  during  various  years  from 
1965  to  date:  Bahama,  Barbados,  Belize,  Bermuda,  British  Virgin 
Islands,  Cook  Islands,  Ethiopia,  Guyana,  Jamaica,  Jordan,  Liberia, 
Malaysia,  Malta,  Netherlands  Antilles,  Panama,  Papua  New  Guinea, 
Philippines,  Solomon  Islands,  Trinidad  & Tobago  and  Tunisia.  These 
coins  and  sets  are  listed  by  country.  A short  introductory  section 
with  data  on  these  coins,  including  a listing  of  reverse  and  obverse 
designs,  is  included  for  each  country  before  the  listing  of  its 
proof  sets,  uncirculated  sets,  uncirculated  specimens  and  proof  speci- 
mens. Mintage,  issue  price  and  a range  in  current  market  valuation 
is  given  for  each  set  or  single  coin.  The  diameter,  metallic  content 
and  a photo  are  included  for  each  type  coin.  The  gold  content  in 
Troy  ounces  is  given  for  each  gold  coin. 

Space  does  not  permit  description  of  the  many  attractive  and  high 
quality  items  included  in  the  other  sections. 

The  guidebook  is  highly  recommended  to  collectors  of  Franklin  Mint 
items .

Yapi  ve  Kredi  Bankasi  A,  §.,  NUmismatik  Yayvnham  No.  7.  Istanbul 
1975.  36pp,  4 pi. 

Mr.  Tozen  is  the  Coin  Collection  Advisor  to  the  Yapi  ve  Kredi  Bankasi ' s 
well-known  collection  of  Islamic  and  other  coins.  Fortunately  for  the 
numismatic  world,  the  Bank  has  been  publishing  from  their  holdings  a 
series  called  NUmismatik  Yahtnhart3  i.e..  Numismatic  Publications. 

In  No.  7 of  this  series,  Mr.  Tozen  has  described  36  Arab-Sasanid  pieces 
under  three  classifications: 

1)  Anonymous  Coins  (nos.  1-6) 

2)  Coins  belonging  to  the  Umayyad  Caliphs  or  to  those  bearing 
the  title  "Amir  al-nu 'minin'' . (nos.  7-13) 

3)  Coins  belonging  to  the  Umayyad  governors  (nos.  14-36). 

The  text  is  in  Turkish  with  an  English  summary.  For  the  most  part, 
the  plates  are  good.  It  would  have  been  useful  to  have  keyed  the 
listing  to  Walker's  Catalogue  of  Muhammadan  Coins.  Arab- Sassanian. 

The  following  items  are  of  particular  interest:  No.  2 - Anonymous, 

Ardashir  Khurra,  year  31;  No.  6 - Anonymous,  Ardashir  Khurra,  year  50; 
No.  7 - 'Abd  ul  Malik  Amir  ul  mu'minin,  Darabjird,  year  60;  No.  9 - 
Abd  ul  Malik  Amir  ul  mu-minin,  Darabjird,  year  51;  No.  14  - Ziyad  ibn 
Abi  Sufyan,  Nihavand,  year  50;  and  No.  26  - 'Umar  ibn  Ubaydullah, 
Istakhr,  year  67.

In  Yayin  8,  Mr.  Tozen  and  Mr.  Aykut,  the  Coin  Collection  Chief,  have 
described  17  specimens  of  coins  struck  by  the  Ispahbads  of  Tabaristan 
(nos.  1-3),  the  Abbasid  governors  of  Tabaristan  (nos.  4-13),  a Sasanid 
prototype  for  the  coinage  of  the  Abbasid  governors  of  Bukhara  (no.  14), 
and  two  pieces  of  the  Abassid  governors  of  Bukhara  (nos.  16-17). 

Notable  pieces  from  this  group  are  No.  5 and  No.  8,  'Umar  ibn  al-A'la, 
year  122  and  128. 

Both  of  the  above  booklets  should  be  added  to  the  libraries  of  the 
specialist.  Mr.  Tozen  and  Mr.  Aykut  are  to  be  commended  for  having 
given  us  some  idea  of  the  treasures  in  the  Bank's  collections.

and  10  Mils  - 1,000,000.  According  to  the  official  releases  from  the 
Royal  Mint,  the  1947  coins  were  never  issued  and  were  later  melted 
down  with  the  exception  of  examples  that  were  sent  to  the  British 
Museum  and  the  Ashmolean  Museum  at  Oxford.  Do  you  have  or  do  you  know 
anyone  who  has  any  of  this  coinage  in  their  collection?  Have  you  been 
offered  any  of  this  coinage  - if  yes,  what  denominations  and  was  it 
in  any  quantity?  All  answers  will  be  held  strictly  confidential.
